Falling Wallis Crush Trains but 
of Indescribable Confusion Ensues. 


Adjoining Theater Wrecked in the 
Crash of Stee! Girders.

LONDON, Dec. 5.—Ninety feet of the 
reof of. the southernmost end of the 
Charing Cross railroad station col- 
lapsed without warning this afternoon, 
carrying with it some forty workmen 
engaged in repairs on that section of 
the roof, 
The casualty list of this extraordi- 
nary accident includes two persons who 
are known to have been killed, two pef- 
sons missing, and probably buried be- 
neadh tons of debris, eight seriously 
injured and twenty slightly injured. 
The falling wails of the etation 
crushed the roof of the Avenue Thea- 
ter, adjoining the station, 
several men who were at work there. 
Four trains stood in the station 
ready and hundreds of persons were 
gathered on the. platforms awaiting the 
departure of suburban trains and the 
arrival of the Continental Express, 
which was due in a few minutes, when 
the wails supporting «he great iron 
spans fell outward.
